(c)  Cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

By  agreement  with  Essex  County  Council,  cases  are  received 
into  Oldchurch  Hospital,  Romford,  or  Chelmsford  Infirmary,  at  a 
cost  of  10s.  per  day,  plus  ambulance  charges. 

The  Council  recover  the  whole  or  part  of  the  cost  from  those 
patients  whose  financial  circumstances  permit  them  to  pay.

My  remarks  of  1934  regarding  the  poor  physique  of  entrants 
holds  good  for  1935.  Twenty  children  suffering  from  marked 
anaemia  were  prescribed  ”  Haemolac  ”  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
dietary,  and  in  this  connection  the  remarks  of  the  Head  Teacher  are 
of  interest.  Miss  Schreiber  says:  — 

*  ■  Many  children  who  are  being  admitted  are  obviously 
suffering  from  the  effects  of  poverty  and  unemployment.  Ten 
children  are  actually  classified  under  the  heading  of  malnutrition, 
and  thirty-four  suffer  from  anaemia,  while  several  others  graded 
as  “  debility  ”  come  from  poor  homes.  It  would  seem  that  some 
form  of  school  feeding  is  needed  in  the  district  for  this  reason. 
Children  from  poor  homes  leave  this  school  accustomed  to 
receiving  milk,  porridge,  a  hot  mid-day  meal,  and  cod-liver  oil 
and  other  tonics,  but  there  is  no  continuation  of  this  treatment 
for  them  when  they  return  to  their  elementary  schools,  with  the 
result  that  many  of  them  have  to  return  within  a  short  time/’ 

There  is  much  truth  in  Miss  Schreiber' s  comments,  but  from  my 
personal  knowledge  of  many  of  the  families  concerned  there  is  little 
doubt  that  the  household  budget,  meagre  though  it  may  be,  is  not 
always  used  to  the  best  advantage.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

i.  Water. 


There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  public  supply  of  the  District, 
which  is  ample  for  the  needs  of  the  population.  Samples  taken  of 
the  South  Essex  Waterworks  Company  for  analysis  indicate  that  the 
water  of  the  District  is  pure  and  constant  in  character,  although 
somewhat  harder  than  the  average,  containing  as  it  does  anything 
up  to  26  parts  of  hardness  (i.e.,  6  parts  permanent,  and  20  parts 
temporary) . 


2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


Details  of  the  condition  of  drainage  have  appeared  in  Reports 
for  previous  years,  and  there  is  no  alteration  worthy  of  note.  With 
the  exception  of  a  few  isolated  premises  in  the  North  Ward,  the 
Urban  District  is  completely  sewered. 


With  regard  to  sewage  disposal,  I  am  indebted  to  the  Works 
Manager  of  the  Thurrock,  Grays  and  Tilbury  Joint  Sewerage  Board 
for  the  following  figures  in  relation  to  1935.

3.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Apart  from  the  Thames,  upon  the  North  bank  of  which  Tilbury 
stands,  there  are  no  rivers  or  streams  within  the  area.  There  is, 
running  through  the  Council’s  Housing  Estate,  an  open  culvert  into 
which  runs  the  surface  water  from  the  street  gullies,  etc.,  and  which 
discharges  into  the  river  at  low  tide.  Parts  of  it  were  covered  in 
during  1933  and  1934,  and  during  1935  the  Council  commenced 
covering  the  remaining  portion.  I  have  no  doubt  that  before  the 
publication  of  this  Report  the  whole  of  the  culvert  as  far  as  the 
railway  line  will  have  been  covered. 


4.  Closet  Accommodation. 

With  the  exception  of  26  houses  in  the  North  Ward,  every 
house  is  provided  with  a  water-closet  equipped  with  proper  flushing 
apparatus.  23  cesspools  remain  in  the  district  around  Chadwell 
St.  Mary.

Some  two  years  ago  it  was  decided  to  make  a  systematic 
inspection  of  all  the  houses  comprising  the  “  Old  Property  "  (664 
in  number),  and  to  deal  with  them  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1930. 

The  type  of  property  referred  to  consists  of  dwelling-houses 
converted  into  flats,  and  unfortunately  receives  a  very  poor  type 
of  tenant.  Experience  has  shown  that  many  of  these  tenants  come 
from  the  worst  congested  parts  of  the  Metropolis,  and  many  do  not 
seem  to  appreciate  the  efforts  which  are  made  to  improve  their 
housing  conditions. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  extensive  repairs  have  been  carried  out 
to  this  property,  particularly  during  the  last  two  years,  I  regret  to 
say  that  a  large  portion  of  it  is  reduced  to  a  condition  almost  as  bad 
as  that  which  obtained  before  any  repairs  were  carried  out. 

This  inspection  has  meant  that  a  large  amount  of  additional 
work  has  been  thrown  upon  the  inspectorial  and  clerical  staff,  and 
has  led  to  less  time  being  spent  on  other  duties. 

There  is  no  doubt  that,  in  order  to  maintain  the  property  in  a 
reasonable  state  of  repair,  its  biennial  inspection  must  be  continued.

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DISINFECTION. 


(a)  Vermin. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  experimental  period  devoted 
to  testing  the  efficiency  of  orthodichlorbenzene  expired. 

My  remarks,  made  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1934,  during  the 
interim  period,  brought  forth  much  comment  in  the  technical  press, 
but  my  opinion  remains  unshaken,  and  I  am  satisfied  that 
orthodichlorbenzene  cannot  be  relied  upon  to  give  100  per  cent, 
efficiency  as  a  vermicide. 

At  the  same  time,  experiments  have  been  carried  out  in  the 
use  of  hydrogen  cyanide,  and  up  to  the  time  of  writing  this  report, 
in  no  case  has  there  been  any  recurrence  of  vermin  in  a  house  in 
which  this  gas  has  been  used. 

The  vermin  problem  is  still  very  acute  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that,  when  the  amalgamation  of  areas  has  become  effective,  atten¬ 
tion  will  have  to  be  directed  to  methods  which  include  the  disin¬ 
festation  of  rooms  temporarily  vacated  by  the  occupants,  and  also 
the  removal  of  furniture  to  a  central  disinfestation  plant  and  the 
treatment  of  the  empty  premises  before  occupation. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

Disinfection  of  rooms  is  not  performed  after  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria,  but  in  a  limited  number  of  instances  the 
bedding  is  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  steam  sterilisation. 

Disinfectant  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to  notified  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  upon  application  to  the  Department,  and 
their  rooms  are  disinfected  after  death  or  removal  to  sanatorium.  I 
am  glad  to  report  upon  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  applications 
from  householders  for  disinfection  after  cases  of  non-notifiable 
disease,  the  futility  of  which  I  have  previously  commented  upon. 

Cancer. 

No  special  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  this  disease.
